From many sources came complimentary words on the "Inva- 


sion Edition" of The Gettysburg Times. Many subscribers have 
ordered extra copies to "send to friends" or "to keep for historical 
purposes." 


Many have asked: "How did you do r?" 
To newspapermen this is not an unusual query. The question 


is often asked. Here is a simple explanation of how The Times 
prepared its "Invasion Edition." 


When word was flashed around the world that General Eisen- 


hower had announced the landing of Allied troops m France the 
four members of the editorial staff of The Times were summoned 
from their beds. The Associated Press telephoned the word at 
approximately 3:25 a. m. 


At 3:40 a. m. the two teletypes in The Times newsroom were 


turned on and t'ne tirst communique wa.s cleaied at 4:03 o'clock. 
From then on until 3 o'clock in the afJfrnoon the two teletypes 
hummed with the latest developments in the nuasion. 


The staff gathered pictures, maps and "advance" news stories. 


The task of selecting and sorting the material began immediately. 


At 7:30 o'clock when the composing room, and pressroom forces 


started work every man was assigned a given task. Seven linotype 
operators started "setting the type": stercotypers cast pictures 
and maps: others "tore down" forms and cleared the decks for the 
galleys of type that started pouring to the make-up men. Every 
man functioned with precision-like -clockwork 


Staff men covered the regular news beats in Gettysburg and 


the county. Every regular news source was "covered1; despite the 
avalanche ol "Invasion" copy that rolled from the teletype. 


The task of reading, checking and editing approximately 30,000 


words of news continued right up to the minute of-press time. 
Every bulletin was scanned for the "very last" development. 


At 2:28 o'clock in the afternoon The Times went to press with 


a complete coverage of the "Invasion" story.

The all-out German counter-at- 


tacks are still to come.

It might be several days before re- 
serves were brought up for a full 
scale assault. 


Remember that the coast-line is 


thinly held by the Germans, and 
that Hitler's reservoir of reserves 
is far back of the coastal defenses. 
He has it strategically situated for 
quick movement in any direction. 


'ideal Invasion Base 


He isn't going to risk flinging an 


army at any invasion threat until 
he is sure that it is the main enemy 
landing—or at least one of them. 
If he rushed a big force to Nor- 
mandy the first thing, and the Al- 
lies then aimed a lightning blow at 
another distant point, he would be 
in a welter of trouble. 


As a matter of fact, one would 


expect the Allies to pursue just 
such tactics. 
This doesn't mean 


that the Normandy invasion isn't 
the main one. Time alone will tell 
us that. I should say much depends 
on how things go there. 
If they 


progress swimmingly, 
the 
Allies 


presumably will develop this land- 
ing to the full.

Headquarters siill did not identify 


initial objectives of the American, 
British and Canadian infantrymen 
and airborne, troops. 


Field reports placed U. S. troops 


well in the fore of the advance, 
striking inland after establishing 
beachheads at several points, but 
said they were under heavy coun- 
ter-attack early today. 


The German high, command in 


its broadcast communique declared 
heavy fighting continued on both 
sides of the mouth, of the Orne 
river, above Caen, and north of 
Carentan, a town farther west. Ber-

claimed most of the • Allied 


beachheads had been "smashed," 
with most of the airborne forma- 
tions "wiped out." 


Nearly 30 hours after history's 


greatest overseas military blow had 
begun, the third invasion bulletin 
telling of the reinforcing said "sat- 
isfactory progress was made."

(Allied tanks are moving up to 


Caen, BBC said in a broadcast heard 
by the Blue network). 


German broadcasts also said fierce

that Reichsmarshal Hermann Goer- 
ing had begun to risk his weaker 
sky arm with big-scale attacks. 


"Enemy air acitivity included an 


attack on our beach forces." the 
bulletin said. "This proved abortive 
and four of a formation of 12

to Allied intentions ana had not yet 
brought the lull weight of his armies 
to bear, although more Axis divi- 
sions were being committed to the 
unfolding struggle. 


(A German broadcast recorded in 


New York this morning asserted a 
total of 94. Allied planes were 
downed yesterday. Even if true, this 
claim would represent only a small 
fraction of the total planes in ac- 
tion.) 


The attacks were concentrated in 


support of ground troops and on 
communications "choke" points be- 
hind the breached Atlantic wall. 


Pound Objectives 


The "completely successful" air 


coverage included heavy bomber at- 
tacks on railways, communications 
and bridges in the general baltie 
area and low-flying fighter-bomber 
and fighter assaults on the enemy's 
truck columns.

Then he went 
to Philadelphia and to New Jersey 
before returning to Gettysburg. He 
finally arrived home on July 10. 
after his wife had been informed 
he was killed by rebels during his 
escape. 


Mrs. Buehier watched Confederate 


troops establish themselves at the 
court house and "worried whether 
they would injure our new court 
house of which we are so, proud." 
Several vof the Confederates came 
to the local woman, who was seated 
on the doorstep at her homo and 
asked if they might talk a while. 
They had a very pleasant conversa- 
tion with her, Mrs. Buehier re- 
ported. 


The next morning the men left. 


On July 1, her home became a sort 
of hospital where men who were in- 
jured were cared for by her with 
the assistance of some of the less 
injured soldiers. Provisions stored 
in the Buehier collar provided food 
for all of the men there, and later 
provided food for wounded soldiers 
after the war. for the medical com- 
mission and for all others who came 
to Gettysburg. A large table was 
set up on the Buehlcr porch and 
coffee, oatmeal and other foods were 
constantly on the stove and ladled 
out. to all who came until late in

Germans Report Allied Landings At Le Havre 


INVASION HAS 
POLITICAL ANGLE 


Washington, June 7 (AP)—Con- 


gressional Republicans and Demo- 
crats agreed today that the progress 
of the Allied invasion of Europe may 
have a profound effect on the presi- 
dential campaign. There were some 
privately-made suggestions that it 
may influence President Roosevelt's 
decision on a fourth term bid. 


Many of the practical politicians 


who make up the house and Senate 
had this slant on the campaign re- 
percussions to military events: 


If the invasion goes well, it will be 


a break for the Republican presi- 
dential candidate because the voters 
will be more inclined to make up 
their minds on the basis of domes- 
tic issues. If fighting is heavy and 
a stalemate develops, the Demo- 
cratic candidate will benefit because 
of disinclination to change leader- 
ship at a time of crisis. 


In talks with members of Con- 


gress, some military men have in- 
dicated that 30 days may bring as- 
surances of success or failure in the 
invasion operations. 


One legislator who conferred re- 


cently with President Roosevelt 
predicted that if Germany collapses 
within that period or if it becomes 
apparent that victory over the Eu- 
ropean Axis is only a short time 
away, the President will decide not 
to let his name go before the July 
19 Democratic convention at Chi- 
cago.

ing reports of ground glass found in 
bottles of imported Spanish brandy.

state stores. 


'Although we stopped sales on all 


bottles of the brandy, totalling about 
20,000 cases in stores and ware- 
houses, the state will not lose any 
money," said Gelder, when asked 
about reports that the Common- 
wealth faced a considerable loss. 


He added the importing firm vol- 


unteered to take back the merchan- 
dise without any financial burden to 
the Commonwealth. 


The chairman explained that re- 


ports of glass found in two brands 
emanated from another state -and 
in only one instance was there any 
complaint about purchases made at 
state stores. He said a Philadelphia 
area resident reported finding a piece 
of glass in a bottle and said it might 
have been the result of an imperfec- 
tion in the bottle.

approximately $55.000.000 to $71,000.- 
000 yearly, he said.
